MAIL HELD AT NEVADA. 


Kestrain d d fro m Retu rn in fir Letters 
to Sen d ers o r Sen d in g : Th em 
to Dead Letter Office.

A new and inter esting develop­ 
ment 
has 
happened in the case 
against Stephen A . Weltmer and 
Joseph II. Kelly, the men who r un 
the Amer ican School of Magnetic 
Healing in Nevada, Mo., says last 
evening’s Kansas C ity Star . 
These men wer e indicted in the 
United States cour ts her e for using 
the mails for the pur pose of fr aud. 
.Following the indictment, the post- 
office depar tment at Washington 
issued an or der to the postmaster 
at Nevada, Mo., bidding him hold 
all the fir st-class mail that comes to 
his office addr essed to W eltmer or 
K elly or the school they r an. 
The 
school does an enor mous mail busi­ 
ness. It employs sixty stenogr a­ 
pher s. In a shor t time about 25,000 
letter s had accumulated in the post- 


office at Nevada. 
W eltm er 
and 
K elly employed 
Har kless, O ’Gr ady & Cr ysler as 
their attor neys. Mr . Har kless went 
immediately to Washington to have 
the 
embar go 
r emoved 
fr om 
his 
clients’ mail. 
He was not success­ 
ful. 
He 
then 
appealed 
to 
the 
United States cour ts. 
The postmaster at Nevada had 
or der s to r etur n today the mail un­ 
der embar go to the sender s, if pos­ 
sible, and when the gender ’s name 
was not on the envelope to the 
dead 
letter office. 
Befor e these 
or der s could be obeyed Mr . H ar k­ 
less secur ed 
an 
injunction fr om 
Judge Amos Thayer , of the United 
. States cour t of appeals r estr aining 
the Nevada postmaster fr om obey­ 
ing the or der of the postoffice de­ 
par tment at Washington. 
The in­ 
junction compels the Nevada post­ 
master to bold the mail to Weltmer 
and K elly until the injunction has 
been 
ar gued. 
The 
injunction is 
r etur nable June 2 in St. Louis. 
The situation is peculiar . 
It is 
seldom that a United States cour t 
stays the or der of the postmaster 
gener al. Mr . Har kless in his ar gu­ 
ment befor e Judge Thayer main­ 
tained that the withholding of the 
mail and the r etur n of it to the 
sender s was ar bitr ar y and uncon­ 
stitutional because congr ess has not 
the power to stop the mail of a 
per son who has been neither tr ied 
nor convicted; 
also because 
the 
gener al embar go laid on W eltm er ’s 
and K e lly ’s mail may include many 
letter s of a pur ely per sonal and pr i­ 
vate natur e, which have nothing to 
do with the school they conduct. 
Judge O 'G r ad y said that it was 
liis opinion the United States stat­ 
ute which gave the postoffice de­ 
par tment the power to pr event the 
deliver y of mail to a man who had 
not been tr ied was unconstitution­ 
al 
“ 
A n d the ver y fact that Judge 
Thayer gr anted this injunction,” 
he added, “ 
is str ong evidence that 
he holds the same opinion.” 
T he case against Weltmer and 
K elly will come up in the fall ter m 
of cour t.

A dispatch fr om Nevada to the 
Republic, under date of May 28th, 
s a y s :
